The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 183(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the set of wheel 
assemblies as set forth in claim 4 must be shown or the feature(s) canceled from the 
claim(s). No new matter should be entered. 

Corrected drawing sheets are required in reply to the Office action to avoid 
abandonment of the application.

Claim Objections 

Claims 1-4 are objected to because of the following informalities: "Hinging Chair 
Stand" is not consistent with the title "Hanging Chair stand". 
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Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Bonnell U.S. 
Patent 3,344,443. 

Bonnell disclosed a hanging chair stand (2) comprising first and second support 
members each having an arm portion (top portion), a leg portion (bottom portion) and an 
intermediate portion, the first and second support members coupled to one another at 
their intermediate portions via cross member (8) and claps (7) as shown in Fig. 3; the 
leg portions are straight and adapted to rest on a base (ground surface); when resting 
on the base, the leg portion above which a hanging chair (3) is to be suspended from an 
end of each arm portion; the arm portions each having a curved shape; and a pair of 
attachment members (13, 13a) (see Fig. 4) coupled to the ends of the arm portions, the 
attachment members adapted to suspend the hanging chair over the region defined by 
each leg portion and the imaginary line connecting the end of each leg portion. 

Claims 1-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) based upon a public use or sale 
of the invention. The claimed invention was introduced by Green Eggs & Hammocks on 
10/07/2002 (see attached sheets) which is more than a year from the filing date 
11/04/2003. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claim 4 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Bonnell 
( ( 443) jn view of Barnhart U.S. Patent 459,670. 

It is noted that Bonnell failed to teach the use of a set of wheel assemblies as set 
forth in claim 4. However, Barnhart shows a baby jumper or hanging chair having a set 
for wheel assemblies (B) coupled to base frame (a, a') for mobility of the jumper. 
Therefore, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to modify the leg 
portions of Bonnell with the set of wheel assemblies as taught by Barnhart for the 
reason as set forth above.
